BOMBARDMENT OF SANTIAGO. 


GENERAL SHAFTER’S VICTORY, 
SANTIAGO SURRENDERED, 


HE LIFE OF GENERAL SHAFTER 
well fitted him for the courageous and 
determined attack on the Spanish heights 

commanding Santiago de Cuba, which led to 
General Toral’s surrender. With what indomit- 


able spirit—in the face of tropical heat, almost 
overpowering —the Americans rushed to the 
assault, and, the positions won, dragged their 
big guns up the hills above Santiago, our War 
‘Chronicle has borne witness to. One and all 
were animated with the fierce resolve which 
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| assured Mr. Alger, the War Secretary, that if 


Shafter was put on the island he would ‘‘ speedily 
clear out Cuba from end to end,’’ a prophecy 
that may soon be fulfilled by that gallant Com- 
mander in conjunction with General Miles. 


The Bombardment that Brought About 
the Fall of Santiago 


took place on Sunday and Monday, July 10 
aud 11. From the detailed account furnished 
by the special representative of -Reuter at 
Siboney, it appears that many of the shells fired 
from the vessels off Aguadores on the Sunday 
and Monday fell into the city, igniting it in four 
places. The church stored with ammunition in 
which the explosion occurred was the Church of 
St. Michael. It was completely blown to pieces. 
During the naval bombardment the American 
army extended its lines and drew in closer to 
the city, so that at noon on July 11 every road 
and trail leading from Santiago was guarded, and 
the escape of the Spaniards seemed impossible. 
During the time the war-ships were bom- 
barding Santiago on the Monday morning, 


The Artillery on the Hills Facing the 
City Shelled the Entrenchments, 
receiving only a light fire inreply. The American 
sharpshooters also poured in a deadly fire, and 
the Spaniards fell back from their last entrench- 
ments without offering much resistance. The 

Americans suffered no loss. About noon 
General Shafter Communicated by Signal 
with Admiral Sampson, 
requesting him to cease firing. He then sent

an interview with General Toral. He agrees to 
surrender upon basis of being returned to Spain, 
This proposition embraces all Eastern Cuba from 
Acceraderos on the south to Sagua on the north, 
via Palma, with practically the Fourth Army 
Corps. Commissioners meet this afternoon at 
2.30 definitely to arrange terms.” 


Colonel Corbin announced the surrender of 
Santiago soon after the receipt of General 
Shafter’s despatch, adding that the telegram 
showed that the Spaniards had agreed to the 
American terms. 


The U. S, War Department received the 
following despatch from General Miles, written 
apparently before the final surrender of San- 
tiago: ‘‘ Before Santiago, July 14. General 
Toral has formally surrendered the troops of his 
army and the troops and division of Santiago 
on the terms and understanding that his shall 
be returned to Spain. General Shafter 
will appoint commissioners to draw up 
conditions of arrangements for carrying 
out the terms of surrender. This is very 
gratifying, and General Shafter and the 
officers and men of his command are entitled to 
great credit for their sincerity and fortitude 
in overcoming the almost insuperable obstacles 
which they have encountered. A portion of the 
army has been infected with yellow fever, and 
efforts will be made to separate those who are 
infected and those who are free from it, and to 
keep those who are still on board ship separated 
from those on shore. Arrangements will be 
immediately made for carrying out the further 
instructions of the President and yourself.”

General Shafter, the Commander of the 
American army of invasion in Cuba, is the son of 
a pioneer farmer, and was born in Galesburg, 
Kalamazoo County, Michigan, in 1835. He 
worked on his father’s farm until he was twenty- 
one, when, having saved sufficient money, he spent 
a winter term at the Prairie Seminary. He grew 
tired of farming, however, and the outbreak of 
the Civil War found him a soldier, He became 
a Lieutenant, and by his conduct throughout the 
American Civil War, in which he was wounded, 
he came to be recognised as ‘‘one of the most 
deserving officers of the Nineteenth Infantry.” 

Along with other Federal officers, he was cap- 
tured by the Confederates, but his gallantry in 
battle had been so conspicuous that during the 
three months in which he was a prisoner of war 
he was aliowed to retain his horse and side-arms. 

In consequence of his bravery throughout the 
struggle he was promoted to the rank of Briga- 
dier-General. He retired from the Volunteer 
Force in 1866, and became permanently associ- 
ated with the Regular Army. In 1879 he was 
made Colonel of the First United States Infantry, 
and held this rank for eighteen years. 

It was in May of last year that he attained his 
present position as Brigadier-General of the 
United States Army. Whenit came to appointing 
leaders for the present campaign in Cuba, he 
was among the first selected. Senator Burrows 


General Wheeler to the Spanish lines under a flag 
of truce with a message for General Toral, reciting 
the facts that the American ships had given com- 
plete demonstration of their ability to throw shells 
into the city and destroy it at will, that the 
Americans had Santiago practically surrounded, 
and that 18,000 Spanish and Cuban refugees 
were starving to death at Caney, and also point- 
ing out that the American army had no means 
| of feeding them. 


General Shafter then Demanded the 
| Unconditional Surrender of the City, 


coupling his demand with the intimation that, 
unless General Toral acceded to this demand, 
the assault upon the city by both land and sea 
would be renewed immediately. 
| Several hours elapsed before any reply: was 
forthcoming. Then General Toral sent a 
message to General Shafter to the effect that the 
; matter was one of such importance that he had 
| been obliged to referto Madrid for instructions, 
and that he would send a final answer as soon as 
| he received them. It was then well on in the 
afternoon, and General Shafter ordered the 
troops to get as much rest as possible and be 
prepared to resume the attack at any moment.

General Shafter and General Toral 
Exchange Courtesies. 


According to the indefatigable Special Service 
man sent ous by Reuter, whose despatch was 
dated Santiago, July 17, the ceremonies amid 
which the Spaniards laid down their arms were 
very impressive. General Shafter and the 
American Divisional and Brigade Commanders, 
together with their staffs, were escorted by a 
troop of cavalry. General Toral and his staff 
Were accompanied by a hundred picked men and 
trumpeters. Both sides saluted with flourishes 
of trumpets. General Shafter returned to 
General Toral his sword after it had been handed 
Over to the American Commander. 

_ The American troops were drawn up in line 
in front of the trenches as witnesses of the cere- 
mony. General Shafter and his escort, accom- 
panied by General Toral, rode through the city, 
taking formal possession. At the Governor’s 
Palace the ceremonies which accompanied the 
transference of the city to the Americans were 
elaborate and picturesque. Exactly at noon the 
American flag was raised over the Palace in 
presence of ten thousahd men. 
Captain McKittrick hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes, and as the flag was unfurled the cavalry 
and struck up the stirring strains of the ‘ Star- 
Spangled Banner.” At the same instant there 
tifted on the still, tropical air the distant 

ooming of Captain Capron’s battery firing a 
Salute of twenty-one guns. 

When the music ceased, from all directions 
around the American lines came floating the 
Strains of the regimental bands and the hoarse 
muffled cheers of the troops. ‘The infantry came 
to ‘‘order arms,” and a moment after the flag 
Was run up, while the band played ‘ Rally 
Round the Flag, Boys.” Instantly General 
McKibben called for 

Three Cheers for General Shafter, 
Which were given with great enthusiasm, while 
the band played ‘‘Stars and Stripes for Ever.”

Admiral Dewey Checks the Germans 
at Manila. 


The following despatch from Admiral Dewey 
to the Secretary to the Navy at Washington has 
provoked much comment— 

**Aquinaldo informed me that his troops had 
taken all Subig Bay except Isla Grande, which 
they were prevented from taking by the German 
man-of-war Irene. On July 7 I sent the Raleigh 
and Concord there. They took the island and 
about 1300 men, with arms and ammunition. 
No resistance’ was offered. The Jrene retired 
from the bay on their arrival.” 

The significance of this despatch is, that 
Aguinaldo was prevented by the Jrene from 
taking Isla Grande, and then, on the arrival of 
the Raleigh and Concord, was no longer prevented, 
A New York Herald telegram from Manila says 
that 400 Spaniards, with arms and 400,000 
rounds of ammunition, taken by the Raleigh, 
were handed over by the Raleigh with the Island 
to Aguinaldo. The despatch adds— 

‘“ Whatever may be the German policy, all 
reports from Manila agree that the Spaniards 
there have been greatly encouraged to fight 
by the presence and action of the German 
squadron.’’

The 
Foreign Office at once demanded the prisoner’s release, and 
on Oct. 22 Sun Yat Sen was set at liberty.

HE DISTRESSING ACCIDENT TO 

` H.R.H. THE PRINCE OF WALES 

on Monday last is the chief topic in Court circles 

alike at Windsor and at Marlborough House. The 

Queen, the Princess of Wales, and the People, who love the 
Prince, were naturally much concerned at the seriousness 
of the repor's on Tuesday, for H.R.H. is as popular 


with the public as he is with the Royal Family. The’ 


Prince, who went to Waddesdon Manor, Bucks, on 
Saturday, on a short visit to Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, 
was descending the staircase at the Manor House on 
Monday morning, when he slipped and fractured his left 
knee-cap. Dr. Shaw, of Waddesdon, was summoned, 
and temporarily attended the Prince, who left <Ayles- 
bury by a special train on the London and. North- 
Western Railway at half-past four o’clock in the 
afternoon for Marlborough House. He drove from 
Waddesdon Manor in an open carriage. On his 
arrival at Aylesbury railway station. H.R.H. was lifted on 
an invalid-chair, obtained from the Royal Bucks Hospital, 
from the carriage to the train. While he was being thus 
transferred from one vehicle to the other another slight 
accident occurred. The chair on which he was supported 
suddenly gave way, one of the legs and two of the stays 
breaking away. Fortunately the Prince was saved from 
falling tu the ground. The Prince, attended by Major- 
General Sir Arthur Ellis, arrived at Marlborough House at 
six o’clock in the evening.. He was assisted to alight, and 

laced in an inva il-chair, in which he was carried into the 

ouse. Sir Francis Laking, Sir Francis Knollys, and Sir 
Dighton Probyn were in waiting to receive H.R.H. 
Dr. Shaw, who had thus far attended the P.ince, was 
relieved by Sir Francis aan: the Prince’s own medical 
attendant. The following bulletin was issued on Tuesday 
morning: ‘‘ His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales is 
making satisfactory progress, in spite of a somewhat rest- 
less: night.” Sir Thomas Smith arrived at Marlborough 
House, having been called in to see the Prince in conjunc- 
tion with Sir William MacCormac and Sir Francis Laking. 


The Queen received the Prime Minister at Windsor 
Castle on Sunday. Her Majesty’s dinner party on Sunday 
evening included the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, 
Princess Beatrice, the Marquis of Salisbury, the Very Rev. 
the Dean of Windsor and the Hon. Mrs. Eliot, the Rev. 
Albert Baillie, M.A., Vicar of Plumstead, and C:ptain 
Blunt, A.D.C. to the Duke of Connaught. The Queen held 
a Council on Monday, at which were present the Duke of 
Devonshire, K.G. (Lord President of the Council), the 
Right Hon. G. J. Goschen, M.P. (First Lord of the 
Admiralty), and the Right Hon. C. T. Ritchie (President of 
the Board of Trade). Several gentlemen were introduced 
and sworn in members of the Privy Council. 


Sir Charles Scott, K.C.M.G. (Her: Majesty’s 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary at Št. 
Petersburg). had an audience with the Queen on Monday 
afternoon, and kissed hands upon his appointment. Lady 
Scott also had the honour of being received by Her 
Majesty. 

Waning Parliament.—After suspending the twelve 
o’clock rule for the remainder of the Session, the House of 
Commons on Monday last read the Irish Local Government 
Bill a third time. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
obtained leave to introduce a measure for the creation of a 
fund in order to grant loans to Crown colonies. 


The King of the Belgians has hired the American 
steam-yacht Margarita, 1322 tons, which belongs to Mr. 
Drexel, for a few months. The Margari:a, which has been 
laid up at Hythe, near Southampton, for some time, is 
now fitting out. 


The Duke and Duchess of Devonshire will 
entertain a number of guests from Friday until Monday at 
Compton Place, Eastbourne, where they are to give a 
garden-party on Saturday afternoon, for which over a 
thousand invitations have been sent out. 


The National Rifle Association Meeting at 


‘ Bisley depends for its success in a large measure on the

despite the great heat; and it must have afforded the 
Duke of Connaught (of whom we give a Bisley Snap-shot) 
much gratification to note the excellenes of the sharp- 
shooting on the part of the Army and Navy representatives 
as well as by our gallant Volunteers. But the Volunteer 
Officers (whose self-sacrifice and devotion cannot be too 
highly lauded) easily beat the Regular Officers in the 
match between the two teams. The Ashburton Shield— 
always a favourite contest with the ladies—shot for by 
public school teams, was this year won by Charterhouse 
against twenty-five competing schools. The Spencer ( yup

The Late Mrs. Lynn Linton.—Though born

The defendant, Mr. John Aaron 
Howard, a son of the deceased, opposed probate, alleging 
the undue influence of Dr. King-bury. Mr. Inderwick, 
Q.C., Sir E. Clarke, Q.C., Mr. Marshall Hall, Q.C., and 
Mr. R. E. Moore appeared for the plaintiffs ; Mr. Carson, 
Q.C., Mr. Barnard, and Mr. Middleton for the defendant ; 
and Mr. Le Bas for certain charities. In opening the case 
Mr. Inderwick said that the defendant was the only surviv- 
ing son of the deceased, and he was possessed of a large 
fortune. He lived at Brereton Hall, Cheshire, 

As to Dr. Kingsbury, he was the medical attendant 
of the testatrix, and he was substantially benefited under 
the will.. The testatrix was married in 1851 to Mr. Aaron 
Charles Howard, who was a gentleman of large fortune.

The Lilies. 


Y delight a few years ago was to 
cultivate the summer-flowering 
lilies. In their distant native 
habitats lilies are generally 
found growing -in sheltered 
spots, such as the margins of 
woods and plantations, rocky 
ravines and hollows, and among 
long grass and shrubs, mostly 
where for a great part of the 
year their roots are in a state of 
comparative dryness. I am 
stating this to show that porosity 
in the soil and ample drainage 
are necessary for the successful 
culture of these plants. In 
the culture in pots the same 


conditions must prevail. 
Lilium Auratum, Lilium Harrisii, 
the Colchicums, Candidums, Longiflorums, and Speciosums 
—rubrum, roseum, and album—are all capable of making 
exquisite pot plants. They may also be grown to perfection 
in beds in the open air. For the latter purpose a pit of 
earth siould be excavated to about 2} ft. deep, and the 
bottom should be filled half a foot deep with rubble or 
ballast. A drain of tiles should be carried through the 
bottom of this layer toa safe outlet. The pit should then 
be filled up with a compost of good loam leafmould, fibry 
peat, and pieces of hard-wood charcoal of about the size of 


tilberts. 
The Bulbs 


(which you may obtain of Daniels Brothers, Norwich) should 
be put ın in clumps of three or four at a depth of from six 
to eight inches—the 
taller-growing sorts 
in the middle and the 
shorter ones near the 
margins of the bed. 
In pots single bulbs 
will make the best 
spe‘imen spikes. I 
have had as many as 
nineteen blooms up- 
on a spike of Aura- 
tum growing in a 
pot.

Another requisite for doing lilies well in pots is liquid 
manure. Many amateurexhibitors are puzzled as to what 
to grow to make an effective mark with at their local 
flower shows. A few pots of lilies well grown and got into 
bloom by the proper date will take a lot of beating. 


Handling the Bees. 

People who don’t know much about bees often wrife to 
ask me how to destroy them or to stupefy them while their 
Stores are being taken, or for some other purpose. The 
bee expert knows of the little appliance illustrated, and 
gives ita frequent use. He fills the tire-holder, ignites the 
fuel and gives a puff or two over the bees just to quieten 
them for a few seconds or a minute or so while he quickly 
transfers a part of them, or takes out frames or sections 
that he wishes to remove. He never destroys a bee by 
this process, and a few minutes after it has been applied 
the colony is again in steady order and acting as if nothing 
of an unusual nature had just occurred. 


The Puffer is Useful in Uniting Bees 
where two weak colonies are to be put together to make a 
Strong stock, as is often necessary. The process may be 
Managed thus: Kill off or remove all the queens except 
one. Place two or three slices of onion in each hive. In 
twenty-four hours transfer all the queenless bees to one 
containing a queen. Give a puff or two of smoke to quieten 
the bees and leave them. The idea of the slices of onion is 
that both the stocks during the twenty-four hours get a 
Smell and a taint alike, and so no fighting follows, as they 
do not appear to be strangers to each other. Now that the

well on cabbage-leaves with plenty of other green foods as 
variety—bran, oats, and carrots. Keep the leaves fresh, 
but do not give them wet. 


Foreign Eggs. 


“ Œufs.” —A foreign egg-merchant. I print your letter 
to show that I am strictly impartial ; also because it will 
be instructive reading— 

“Dear Sir,—Your article in reply to mine has been 
entirely overlooked by me. You mention in a kind of 
sneer the foreign egg trade. What can we do without the 
foreign eggs ? 

“Our farmers have not the sense to adapt themselves 
to everyday requirements, and it is almost impossible to 
get large quantities of English eggs, and six hundreds and 
twelve hundreds are almost unknown. I have given a lot 
of attention to the Welsh egg trade of late in order to 
develop local produce, but am afraid it is useless. 

“There are collectors who go round to the farms and 
pack the eggs into boxes, and these men, although I take 
all their produce, yet they cannot keep their goods fresh. 
I quote an extract from one of their letters. ‘I did not 
guarantee to deliver to you “new laid eggs,” nor can any- 
one in this district. collect twice a week, and keep 
them as fresh as possible. I have been down to teach the 
natives how to pack, and some use methods in vogue fifty 
years ago.” 

“ I have got several into the Continental way of packing, 
but one man writes me to-day : ‘I must pack my eggs in the 
old-fashioned way which I am used to.’ 

“Some of the eggs collected from the farms are at times 
one to two months old, as they keep them back for higher 
prices, and the so-called new laid are not equal in size or 
freshness to Austrian or Russian eggs. 

“ The English farmer is penny wise and pound foolish, 
and I have no sympathy with him, as he cannot feed 
himself but must be fed with a spoon, ask for protective 
tariffs, etc. Poor fellow !—Yours fa‘thfully, ‘ urs.” 


Bottling Green Peas. 

“ Mrs. F. S. S.” would be glad if any reader can giyea 
formula for bottling green peas. My experience of the 
process is: Get the bottles full of green peas filled with 
water in pans, and let the water in the pans come gently to 
the boil, and keep so for a few minutes. Then lift out the 
bottles of peas and tie them over with bladder-skin, or cork 
and cover with sealing-wax.

‘The chivalrous courtesy and respect 
shown by the young American Commander to 
the grey-haired veteran cannot but have moved 
Admiral Cervera. 

Indeed, the Spanish Admiral, who arrived at 
Portsmouth, U.S., in the St. Louis on July 10, 
bore witness to his warm appreciation of the 
considerateness of the Americans to him and his 
brother officers. Late in the afternoon Admiral 
Cervera appeared on deck, and entered into 
conversation with the Pressmen who paid a visit 
to the ship. The following is the report of the 
conversation that ensued— 

« You ask,” he said, “ how I like America? 
I answer, I have always liked, and may say 
loved, your people. But this war has been a 
duty with me and the men under me. I knew 
that the American fleet clearly outclassed ours, 
but it was a question of fighting either inside or 
outside Santiago Harbour. I have many fried; 
in America, and have only the kindliest feelings 
towards them. But every man has his duty to 
perform to his own country, and all Spaniards 
have tried to perform that duty. There has 
been much feeling in Spain. I want all Spain 
to know the truth, and that every ship of my 
squadron fought until the last, and only when 
no more could be done we surrendered. I am 
much interested to know the exact situation in 
Spain. Captain Goodrich has treated us all 
as well as anyone could possibly be treated ; my 
officers occupied quarters in the saloon. We 
cannet complain.’’ 

Referring to Vice-Admiral Villamil, com- 
mander of the torpedo-boat squadron, who was 
killed in action, Admiral Cervera, with tears in 
his eyes, exclaimed, ‘‘ Happy Villamil ! ” 

The Portsmouth correspondent of the New York 
Herald reports that in the course of another 
interview with Admiral Cervera, the latter 
declared that the fourth and last order he 
received from Captain Aunon, Minister of 
Marine in Madrid, was to the effect that, no 
matter what the consequences might be, he was 
to go to sea immediately and fight the enemy. 
The Admiral also declared that if the Americans 
attacked Havana they would assuredly meet 
with a terrible resistance, and would probably 
lose many ships and men. Referring to

when she was run ashore, Admiral Cervera said : 
“When I jumped overboard my son followed 


me, and I should have been drowned had he not 
helped me. While we were struggling in the

To Make Good Coffee, 


and I can but reply that I have often made 
coffee which has been called ‘ delicious.” I find 
several recipes for making coffee, and sweet 
dishes in which coffee is the principal ingredient, 
in the Ladies’ Home for July 16. I give one for 
making coffee to drink ; and it is said that coffee 
made in that way will keep three days in summer 
and longer in winter, that it only requires to be 
heated up to boiling-point, and then it is ready 
for use— 


Fill a coffee-pot three-quarters full of boiling water, and 
put in the coffee carefully, a spoonful at a time, stirring it 
thoroughly between each spoonful; then set it on to boil 
gently, still stirring to force it into combination with the 
water; after a few minutes, draw it to one side, and let it 
continue gently boiling for one hour, then draw it off the 
fire; but as it finally boils up, throw in about half a cup- 
ful of cold water to let it settle—which it should be allowed 
to do as far from the fire as possible. In about one hour or 
less the coffee should be quite clear; then pour it off into 
another coffee-pot, taking care not to disturb the sediment. 


The above is a very old recipe and a very good 
one ; but when coffee used to be made in that 
way, there were not any of the coffee-pots 
invented which are now in common use.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


H. L.—(1) Possibly there is a clause in the lease giving the 
lessor power to re-enter. (2) Sue in the County Court and 
have sufficient evidence that the house is not in a similar 
condition to that when the lessee took possession. f 

A. B. (Longhope).—Your question was answered in our 
issue of April 23 last. Assuming you have had a legal 
notice to quit we do not think you have any remedy. 

A. B. (Norfolk).—If your tenancy was created on Oct. 11 
the notice is perfectly legal and would apply to the out- 
buildings unless you pay separate and distinct rent for 
them, or your tenancy was created prior to Oct. 11. 

Treacuer.—Such a letter as you mention would con- 
stitute a libel. 

A. S. J.—If you are doubtful as to the security you could 
give six months’ notice now; otherwise, in the event of the 
debtor’s bankruptcy, you could only prove for the debt, and 
share pari passu with the other creditors. 

Nemesis.—The most effective method to restrain them 
from obstructing your right of way would be to obtain an 
injunction. 

Woop.—The contract would not in any way be affected 
by a subsequent change in the board if the managing- 
director acted within his powers in the first instance. 

J. M.—This depends upon the terms of the mortgage 
securities. If the second mortgagee, having called in his 
money after due notice, has. the usual effective powers of 
sale, he could sell subject to the first mortgage, or he could 
pay the first mortgagee off and sell for the amount of the 
two mortgages.
